the excrutlatins agony he might actually 
be stung to death. 
Mr. Gould was wav- 


ing his arms wildly, stumbling and at 
times trying to cover his head wllh his 
coat. . 


Tho stranger succeeded In golting him 


off the plank road and took him to 
tho 


Newark police headquarters, where he 
received medical attention. 
Although 


he appeared to be much revived in a few 
hours the physicians were unable to cay 
how seriously he might be affected by tho 
poison .and the suffering he had endured. 


Mr. Gould's firm Is one of the oldest 


and best known in the lower part of the 
city. 
He has the reputation for being 


somewhat eccentric. 
His son who is 


employed in Wall street, went to Newark 
and brought his father home last even- 
ing.

moth has taken temporary possession 
of Boston, swarming Into the city on 
the north nnd west winds from tho sub- 
urbs, where they have been permitted 
lo generate. 


Up nt the office of the gypsy moth 


commission on Heacon street they say 
tho brown-tall moth will trouble the 
people only a few days longer, when It 
will lay Its eggs and then die. The life 
of the hrown-tail moth In the moth 
state Is about 10 days. Then it clings 
to some convenient leaf or the stem of 
a tree, lays Its eggs and dies. These 
eggs will germinate and bring forth 
the little catcrs>mnr« about the latter 
part of August, and then theso small 
caterpillars will once more overrun the 
foliage and cat the softer part of the 
leaves for a few weeks, when they wll 
cluster on the topmost 
branches o: 


trees and proceed to spin the heav> 
web In side of which they live through 
the winter months, to come forth ngali 
In the spring more ravenous than ever 


The commissioners say nothing can 


be done at present to abate th.e nui- 
sance. They say that the annoyance 
which people suffer who come In con 
tact with the hairs of the pest Is no 
serious. It Is Just an irritation of the 
skin caused by some of the loose hairs 
brought from the chrysalis and which 
were on the body of the caterpillar 
There is a row of these so-called pol 
sonous hairs on each side of the cater 
pillar and it is thought that most o: 
the trouble comes from the fact tha 
these caterpillars shed their skins flvi 
times during the process of growth am 
these skins are scattered everywhere. 


These little hairs have two or thre 


barbs on one end and are sharp point 
ed on the other. Tho hairs are abou 
l-"50th of an Inch In length and when 
they touch the skin of a human be 
Ing tho least rub will cause them t< 
penetrate the skin and cause an Irrl 
tatlon. 
The brown-tall moth has now spreac 


nil through Knstern Massachusetts, Int. 
Xew Hampshire and a 
portion o 


Maine. 
nut It Is not the brown-tall which Is 


concerning the commission on Heacon 
hill at the present time so much as 
the gypsy moth. The gypsy Is now In 
the caterpillar state and in a few more 
days will be In the moth state, when 
Boston may expect a second visit from 
winged pests If the winds are favorable 
The gypsy moth Is a heavier moth ;!;<.> 
the brown-tall, however, and It Is no 
spread over the country so easily. Bu 
It is a more difficult moth to kill, am 
oven In the chrysalis state Is not ni 
susceptible to parasites ns Is tho hrown 
tall. 


Tho commission Is now supervising 


the extermination of these caterpillar. 
In the cities nnd towns around Boston 
The towns nnd cities nro doing 
the 


work, but Iho commission, under Supt 
A. H. Klrtland, Is 
supervising 
thl 


work. 
The trees on which the cater 


pillars are found arc being, sprayed and 


he trunks of tho trees are being circled 
vlth bagging. 
The section Infested by the 
gypsy 


moth Is not nearly as large as that In- 
estcil by the brown-tall. It Is largely 
onflned to portions of Eastern Massa- 
husctts, especially around 
Sledford, 


Maiden nnd Winchester. Every effort 
B being made to prevent tho further 
pread of the gypsy, which Is ever more 
•oraclous and destructive 
than 
the 


irown-tall. Even pine trees, arc not 
-afo against the ravages of the gypsy 
•atcrplllar. The brown-tall has a par- 
lallty for fruit trees.

Grant, Hancock and Kelly Who 


Were Injured by Electric Car

bulance and in his opinion, all three were, 
under tho Influence of liquor.

went out to the ambulance Hancock waj 
holdlm; a lantern and ho. told the wit 
ness that the other two men were dead 
Hancock had a scalp wound. Grant 
tontuserf rib and Kelly a smalt contusion 
of the legE.

CAN' IT BE PO 


Is the Supreme Court of Mafsachusrtts suffering from n temiorary loss 


of Judicial acumen? An Insurance policy has generally been reg.i'ded as a 
contract between the company and the policy holder and as such It should 
not be Invalidated except for good cause. 


But here comes the Supreme Court with n decision that If the policy hold- 


er was unconsciously In III health at the time the policy was Issued the docu- 
' jnont Is void. 


We can conceive that If the person Insured gave false testimony to Impose 


upon the company or gave misleading answers to queries or in any way en- 
deavored to misrepresent his condition to the disadvantage of the company, 
then there would be just cause for annulling the policy. But with nil honesty on 
the part of the policy holder It Is discovered that ho Is suffering from a 
disease antedating his Insurance, policy, then his policy Is void. Wo can- 
not conceive of any court, any Judge or jury affirming or endorsing such a tra- 
vesty upon justice. 


The Insurance company has Its physician to pass upon the health of every 


applicant and when he pronounces tho applicant all right ami there Is no 
. other objection then the policy is issued for better or worse.

Stay 
Only Ten 


Days More 


liOSTO.N'. July 1!.—Tho brown-tall 


moth has taken temporary possession 
of Hoston, swarming Into the city on 
the north and west winds from the sub- 
urbs, where they have been permitted 
lo generate. 


Tip at tho office of the gypsy moth 


commission on Beacon street they pay 
the hrown-tall moth will trouble the 
people only a few days lonper, when It 
will lay Us OKKS and then die. The life 
of the' brown-tail moth In the moth 
state Is about 10 days. Then It clings 
to some convenient leaf or the stem of 
a tree, lays Its CKKS and dies. These 
egps will Rprmlnato and bring forth 
the little caterpillars about the latter 
part of August, nnd then these small 
caterpillars will once moro overrun the 
foliage nnd eat the softer part of the 
leaves for a few weeks, when they will 
cluster on the topmost branches of 
trees and proceed to spin the heavy 
web In side of which they live through 
the winter months, to come forth again 
In the spring more ravenous than ever. 
The commissioners say nothing can 


be done at present to abate the nui- 
sance. They say that the annoyance 
which people suffer who come In con- 
tact with the hairs of tho pest Is not 
serious. It Is just an Irritation of the 
skin caused by some of the loose hairs 
brought from the chrysalis nnd which 
were on the body of the caterpillar. 
There Is a row of these so-called poi- 
sonous hairs on each side of the cater- 
pillar nnd H Is thought that most of 
the trouble comes from tho fact that 
these caterpillars shed their skins flvo 
times during the process of growth nnd 
these skins are scattered everywhere. 


These little hairs havo two or three 
barbs on one end nnd arc sharp point- 
ed on tho other. Tho hairs are about 
l-250th of Tin Inch In length and when 
they touch the skin of. a human be- 
ing" the least rub will cause them to 
penetrate tho skin and causo nn Irri- 
tation. 
The brown-tall moth has now spread 


all through Kastcrn Massachusetts, Into- 
New Hampshire and 
a portion of 


Maine. 
Hut it Is not tho brown-tall which Is 


concerning the commission on Beacon 
hill nt the present tlmo so much as 
the gypsy moth. The gypsy Is now In 
the caterpillar state and in a few more 
days will bo In the moth state, when 
Boston may expect a second visit from 
winged pests If the winds arc favorable. 
Tho gypsy moth Is a heavier moth than 
the brown-tall, however, nnd It Is not 
spread over the country so easily. But 
It Is a more difficult moth to kill, and 
oven In the chrysalis state Is not as 
susceptible to parasites as Is tho brown- 
tall. 


The commission Is now supervising 


the extermination of these caterpillars 
In the cities and towns around Boston. 
The towns nnd cities nro doing tho 
work, but the commission, under Supt. 
A, H. Klrtland, Is supervising this 
work. 
The trees on which the cater-

The king vigorously protested against 
the entire proceeding, but as there 
seems to be no disposition on the part 
of Sweden to use force In continuing 
the union the independence of Norway 
would seem to be an accomplished fact. 


While the demand for a separate 


diplomatic and consular corps was the 
immediato cause that brought about 
disruption, back of this were other 
and graver questions.

Tamberskelver, his best bowman, had 
fought till set of sun by the side of his 
monarch.

IK tho grandson of tho famous 
marshal of Napoleon. J«n^ Baptlsto

Bernadotte, 
prince 
of Ponto 


Corro, who ascended the throne of 
Sweden and Norway under tho nanm 
of Charles XIV. In 1818. 
Bernadotte 


was tho son of a lawyer of Pan, France, 
and distinguished himself as a soldier 
in tho revolutionary wars. 
Ho occu- 


pied a diplomatic post at Vienna nnd 
In 1799 served as French minister of 
war. 
In 1805 he. born a conspicuous 


part In the battle of Austcrlltz, for 
which Napoleon made him field mar- 
shal and prince of Pontc Corro. Despite 
this fact, 
Napoleon and Bemadotto 


wcro never good friends, and the French 
emperor had nothing to do with the 
election of his Held marshal .is crown 
prince of Sweden In 1810. Hcrnailotto 
wns required to abjure the Homan 
Catholic; church and becomo a Protes- 
tant, which he did. Some tlmo prior 
to this ho had married Dealree Clary, 
daughter of a French stockbroker and 
sister of tho wife of Joseph Bonaparte. 


Ono of. tho present King _ Oscar's 


novels revolves around this incident, 
chtlmlnR that Napoleon was onco cn- 
Kifted to Denlrco Clary himself.

The present King Oscar is the son of 


Oscar I. and Josephine. The ruler of 
today dhl not ascend tho throne, how- 
ever, immediately on his father's death, 
which occurred In 185S.

brother, Charles XV., reigned for thir- 
teen years. 
Charles was even more 


liberal, 
progressive 
nnd unassuming 


than his father.

Como to think of It, this thing of bo- 
Ing placed eternally on a pedestal must 
t)0 rather \voarlsomo, especially to n 
real flesh and blood man. such as those 
Eicrnadottcs seem to have been. If all 
the. royal nobodies could forget tho fuss 
and feathers nnd be morn llko plain 
Human beings 'they would doubtless In- 
creaso both their comfort and popu- 
larity.

their popular king, and Crown Prince

one can tell what a month will bring 
forth. Yet the probability IB that tho 
separation will be allowed to Rtund. 
Sweden Is rich, conservative and nome- 
what aristocratic. Tho people nro fair- 
ly prosperous and contented and do not 
wish to be disturbed. If Norway wants 
to go—well, so much tho worse for Nor- 
way. 
If sho cannot appreciate her 


blessings, what would you? 
Sweden 


can take care of herself, as she always 
has done. 
Jfer outsldo alliances havo 


been changed, sho has lost her Baltic 
provinces and Finland, but In hereelf 
sho has never been conquered. 
Sho 


would protect Norway, but If Norway 
does not deslro protection BO bo it. 
This, In a word. Is tho Swedish atti- 
tude. In truth, except for tho fact that 
they havo had a common king tho two 
countries havo never been united nny- 
wny. 
HO the Swedish subject Is not 


much concerned nhout tho mnttcr. 


Jt Is otherwise, however, with King 


Oscar. He has been tho ruler of both 
countries. So, In Iho Inst analysis, tho 
decision rests with him. H Is dafo to 
say that Sweden Is to loyal to him In 
oilier things th.it If ho expresses a do- 
slre In this she will feel herself bound 
to follow him.

to the throne for tho purpose of marry- 
ing Miss Munck, who Is not royal nnd 
therefore could not bo queen; Charles 
nnd Kugrae. both of whom nro Inter- 
esting enough In their way. but nro too 
far from the throno to count.

Lessnrd was nt- 
tncked by a crowd of strikers nnd sym- 
pathizers on June 9. and shot Phillip 
A. Smith, a sympathizer. Smith was 
dangerously wounded but has recover- 
ed. Judge Tlosson snld that the strik- 
ers }tztd~9L right to~tiso moral nunsiotv to 
Induce Lfjusard to Join their ranks, but 
v.'hen they went beyond this they wcro 
outside their rights. He said Lessard 
acted in self-defense.

BROWN TAIL MOTH 


Will 
Stay 
Only Ten 


Days More 


BOSTON. July 
12.—The brown-tall 


:noth 1ms taken temporary possession 
of Boston, swarming into tho city on 
ho north nnd west winds from the sub- 
urbs, where they hnvo been permitted 
to generate. 


Uj> at the olllco of tho gypsy moth 


commission on Bencon street they sny 
he brown-tall moth will trouble the 
,ieople only a few dnys longer, when It 
will lay Its eggs nnd then die. Tho life 
of tho brown-tall moth In tho moth 
vnto Is about 10 days. Then It clings 
to some convenient leaf or the stem ol 
a tree, lays Its eggs and (lies. These 
etrgs will germinate and bring forth 
the little caterpillars nbout the lattor 
part of August, and then theso small 
•atcrplllars will once more overrun the 
foliage and'eat the softer part of tho 
caves for a few weeks, when they will 
cluster on tho topmost 
branches ol 


rocs and proceed to spin the heavy 
wel> in side of which they live through 
the winter months, to come forth again 
In the spring more ravenous thnn. ever. 


The commissioners say nothing can 


30-done at present to abate th,o nui- 
sance. They say that tho annoyance 
which people suffer who come In con- 
tact with tho hairs of tho pest is not 
«crlous. It Is just an Irritation of the 
«kln caused by some of the loose hairs 
irought from the chrysalis and which 
were on the body of tho caterpillar. 
There is a'row of theso so-called poi- 
sonous hairs on each side of tho cater- 
pillar nnd it is thought that most of 
:ho trouble comes from the fact that 
Iheso caterpillars shed their-skins flve 
limes during the process of growth, and 
hese skins arc scattered everywhere. 
Theso little, hairs liavo two or three 


barbs on ono end and nrc sharp point- 
ed on tho other. Tho hairs aro nbout 
-250th of nn Inch in length and when 
hey touch the akin ot a human be- 
ng the least rub will cause them to 
penetfate tho skin nnd cause nn Irrl- 
:atlon. 
The brown-tall moth has now spread 


all through Eastern Massachusetts, into' 
New Hampshire and .a portion of 
Malno. 


nut it Is not tho brown-tall which Is 


concerning the commission on Beacon 
hill at the present time so much ns 
:he gypsy moth. The gypsy is now In 
:ho caterpillar state nnd In a few more 
lays will bo In tho moth state, when 
Boston may expect a second visit from 
vlngcd pests If tho winds aro favorable. 
Tho gypsy moth Is a heavier moth thnn 
ho brown-tall, however, nnd It Is not 
spread over Vhe country so easily. But 
t is a moro difficult moth to kill, and 
•von in tho chrysalis state Is not ns 
uaceptlblc to parasites as Is tho brown- 
all. 
Tho commission Is now supervising 
ho extermination of thesn caterpillars 
1 tho cities nnd towns nround .Boston, 
'he towns and cities aro doing 
tho 


vork, but tho commission, under Supt. 
\. H. Klrtland, Is 
supervising 
this 


vork. 
The trees on which tho enter- 


'lllars arc found nro being sprayed and 


the trunks of tho trees aro bolng circled 
with bagging. 
Tho section Infested by tho gypsy 


moth Is not nearly as largo as that In- 
fested by tho brown-tall. It Is largely 
confined to portions of Eastern Massa- 
chusetts, especially around 
Mcdford, 


Maiden and Winchester. Every effort 
Is being mado to prevent tho further 
spread of the gypsy, which Is ever moro 
voracious and destructive 
than 
tho 


brown-tall. Even pine trees, aro not 
safe ngulnst the ravages of the gypsy 
caterpillar. Tho brown-tall has a par- 
tiality for fruit trees.

He occu- 
pied a diplomatic post at Vienna und 
In 1795 served as French minister of 
war. 
In 1805 he bore a conspicuous 


part In tho battle of Austcrlltz, for 
which Napoleon made liim Held mar- 
shal nnd prince of Ponte Corro. Despite 
this fact, Napoleon and Hermidotto 
were never fjood friends, and the French 
emperor had nothing to do with the 
election of Ills field marshal as crown 
prlnco of Sweden In 1810.
